f^dear  members  of  the  class  of  1977: 

your  undergraduate  years  at  delaware  valley  college  have  come  to  a  close  and  i  hope  that  at 
some  point  during  your  stay  here  you  have  asked  yourself  the  question,  "what  good  is  a  college 
education?"  you  can  pick  up  newspapers  and  magazines  and  regularly  read  articles,  complete 
with  facts  and  figures,  stating  that  four  years  of  college  are  no  longer  worth  the  time,  perhaps, 
in  a  society  that  increasingly  measures  all  parameters  in  dollars  and  cents,  these  authors  feel 
this  is  true,  but  what  they  fail  to  see  or  deliberately  overlook,  is  one  of  the  primary  benefits, 
aside  from  accumulated  technical  knowledge,  of  the  college  experience,  it  is  best  summed  up 
by  two  philosophers  whose  ideas  i  should  like  to  paraphrase,  these  ideas  are  to  know  the  truth 
(and  it  shall  make  you  wise)  and  to  know  yourseK. 

it  is  during  these  four  years  that  you  have  the  opportunity,  not  readily  available  to  those  who 
miss  the  college  experience,  to  examine  yourself,  what  you  can  and  cannot  do  and  how  you  re- 
late to  others,  this  is  done  in  an  environment  where  you  are  not  heavily  penalized  in  the  process, 
you  learn  how  to  look  for  and  recognize  the  truth  in  a  world  of  increasingly  complex  contra- 
dictions, you  should  be  leaving  here  with  confidence  in  yourself  and  your  beliefs,  this,  i  feel, 
is  one  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  a  college  education. 

as  you  enter  what  is  facetiously  called  the  real  world,  it  is  my  hope  that  this  confidence 
leaves  with  you.  not  so  you  can  join  a  silent  majority  ,  suffering  wrongs  and  injustices, 
fearing  to  speak  out  because  of  what  others  may  think,  but  rather  to  become  part  of  a  vocal 
majority,  speaking  out  with  confidence  for  what  you  believe  in  (for  to  remain  silent  in  the  face 
of  injustice  is  to  be  guilty  of  perpetuating  that  injustice)  and  taking  an  active  part  in  improving 
the  processes  and  conditions  which  govern  your  lives,  to  this  end  i  wish  you  Godspeed  and 
good  luck.
